As much detailed information has been shown in this report 
as space will allow. Complete records showing all detail are on file 
at the Town office and these records are open for public inspection 


at any time. 


The over-draft in the Expense & Liability account was partly 
due to legal expense due to litigation brought against the Assessors 
together with an increase in the Selectmen’s and Assessors* com- 
pensation which was voted after the appropriation had been settled 
last year. The over-draft in the Snow Removal account, I believe, 
needs no explanation as it is due to the type of storms which has 
made it necessary to spread at least twice as much sand as has been 
necessary in the past together with hauling off a greater amount of 
snow. The appropriation for Aid to Dependent Children is money 
beyond our control as these grants are handled entirely by the State 
and 18% of the cost must be paid by the town itself. 


In the recommendations for the coming town meeting there 
is new equipment listed which the town must have if we are to keep 
our streets and highways open during the 1952-1953 winter. 


All recommended appropriations were carefully studied by the 
Advisory Committee and Selectmen together with the recommend- 
ations of articles appearing in the Warrant. Providing these recom- 
mendations are followed, it would indicate the tax rate, this coming 
year, should be in the neighborhood of 54 mills. 


I take this opportunity to express my appreciation and thanks 
for the cooperation given me by the citizens, municipal officers and 
employees of the Town.

Annual Report for Madison 


Division of Public Health Nursing 
Department of Public Health Nursing 
January 1 to December 31, 1951

There has been a gradual increase in the demand for the ser- 
vice of the public health nurse and there seems to be a better under- 
standing of public health nursing and what the public health nurse 
does. The people have gotten away from the idea that the service is 
for sick people only, and have accepted the fact that a great deal of 
the work is along the lines of prevention and health education. In 
order to further this understanding, talks explaining the service 
were given to various groups and organizations as well as to individ- 
uals. 


The work has centered on the family group but in carrying 
out her activities the nurse has been in close contact with doctors, 
teachers, civic groups, social agencies and other groups and inter- 
ested persons. 


Visits to maternity patients have shown an increase over last 
year,

Regular monthly child health conferences, with a doctor in 
attendance, were started in March. The Madison Woman’s Club 
sponsored these and members serve as volunteers to help conduct 
these conferences. Permission was given to hold the conferences in 
the cafeteria of the Junior High School. The attendance has been 
good with an average of 16 each month, the total for the year being 
123. Each child attending for the first time is given a physical ex- 
amination and as often there after as needed. Those needing medical 
attention are referred to their family doctors. Vaccinations and 
immunizations are offered each month. Infant and preschool chil- 
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dren have been vaccinated against smallpox and given whooping 
cough, diptheria’ and tetanus immunizations and so are protected 
at the time they need it most, in early childhood. Work has been 
started on a nutrition consultation service for these conferences. 


There has been little change in the tuberculosis service. Ten 
tuberculin patch test were done with 2 positive reactors found and 
x-rayed. One patient was readmitted to Central Maine Sanatorium. 
Fourteen patients were x-rayed. There was a total of o4 visits made to 
patients on tuberculosis service. 


On the school service the teachers were most co-operative, 
they did a good job in recognizing the problems and needs of the 
children and referred them for investigation. Weekly visits were 
made to the schools at which time cases were reported and discussed. 
Seventy-six home visits were made to school children and 13 came 
to the nurse’s office. 


During the months of April, May and June an immunization 
program was carried out in the schools. Dr, Norris and Dr. Amrein 
gave the immunizations and were assisted by volunteers and the 
nurse. Two hundred forty-eight children were vaccinated against 
smallpox and 315 were given triple toxoid to protect them from dip- 
theria, whooping cough and tetanus. 


Two hours per day, from 8 to 10 a. m., were spent doing in- 
dustrial’ first aid work at the Great Northern Paper Company. 


Visits to morbidity cases (acute and chronic illness such as 
cancer, heart disease, etc.) have shown some decrease from last year, 
the number of patients remained about the same.

This drop in number of visits may be due to fact that with 
help and demonstration of care, someone in the home was able to 
give adequate care. 


There were 16 children on crippled children’s service. New 
cases were found with crippling defects such as heart trouble, deaf- 
ness, malnutrition, mental retardation, orthopedic defects. These 
patients were referred to various clinics for examinations, corrections, 
new braces, special shoes, plastic surgery or recommendations for 
the particular type of defect found, Eighty-eight home visits were 
made to these cases. 


Since your local public health nurse, Mrs. Lowe, resigned in 
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September, the emergency cases have been handled by the public 
health nurses from the State Department of Health and Welfare. 


The interest and assistance of all individuals and groups who 
helped to make the program more effective is greatly appreciated.

Report of Librarian 


To the Trustees of Madison Public Library: 


Another year has passed in which the Madison Public Library 
has endeavored to serve the reading public in every way possible. A 
total of 30,553 books has been loaned to its patrons during the year 
residing in Madison and the nearby towns of Anson, North Anson, 
East Madison, and on the Norridgewock road. Members of the Sorosis 
are continuing to deliver books from the Library to Harris’ Store in 
East Madison and to the school there twice each month, beginning 
in October and ending with the school year. 144 new borrowers have 
registered during the year. 


At the beginning of the year, the non-fiction room was com- 
pletely renovated in the down-stairs section and all books both up- 
stairs and down were cleaned and re-arranged. A new bench was 
made and placed along one whole side of the store-room to hold our 
magazines. A new book-case was installed in the Juvenile room and 
6 new chairs placed in the main room. Winter steps were made and 
put in use last winter and these have been much appreciated by our 
patrons. 


A large pulpit Bible was presented to the Library by one of 
our patrons and a Catholic Bible was presented us by the Daughters 
of Isabella. 


The Vacation Reading Club was well attended this past sum- 
mer with about 50 faithful readers during the 8-week period.. At the 
completion of this course, diplomas and record books were issued to 
each reader who had read the required number of books. 


Patrons and friends of the Library have ‘been very kind in 
donating books for use in the Library during the year. The Great 
Northern Paper Company presented us with a picture of Mount 
Katahdin. 


The Librarian, Assistant Librarian and Substitute Librarian 
attended a Library round-table meeting at Mount Vernon in May. 
This was very instructive. 


The State Aid money was received at the Town Treasurer’s 
office in August. 


In October the Library received a gift of $1,000.00 from the 
estate of the late Irma Wilber. 
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In order that our Library be kept up-to-date as possible as 
regards reading matter, new books are purchased each month and 
placed on our shelves. During th2 past year we have added 188 Fic- 
tion books; 101 non-fiction, 187 Juvenile and 69 rental books.

To the Selectmen and Inhabitants of the Town of Madison: 

Practically all Town improved roads were given a tar surface 
during the past year and a mulch coat was given Main Street. 

Pine Street was built from Blackwell Street to Kennebec 
Street, a distance of 1,500 feet, and also given a tar surface. The hill 
leading from Pine Street to Maple Street was also rebuilt. 

The Russell Road was gravelled a distance of 800 feet and the 
Burns Road a distance of approximately one mile. The State Aid 
and Special Resolve money was used to tar Preble Avenue from the 
end of the tar, a distance of .7 mile which extended beyond the Shusta 
Road. 

A Warrenite sidewalk was laid on Pine Street from Blackwell 
Street to Edwards Street, a distance of 1,000 feet. It was necessary to 
install several new catch basins during the past summer to take 
care of water conditions and also to lower the over-flow from the 
sewer on Weston Avenue at the end of Heald Street. 

With the betterment money allotted by the State route 43 was 
tarred from Twelve Corners a distance of approximately one mile 
leading to the Cornville town line. |

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Report of the Milk Inspector

To the Selectmen and Citizens of Madison: 


Your Milk Inspector submits the following report in accord- 
ance with the request of the Town Manager. 


I am happy to report that vith but one exception the sources 
from which Madison milk supply is drawn comply reasonably with 
the State regulation and the owners take pride in producing a clean, 
Sanitary product. The exception will be taken up with State Officials 
and if the owner does not clean up his license will probably be can- 
celled. 


In the local area the supply roughly estimated at 2,000 quarts 
per day comes from 185 cows. 


Outstanding improvements noted are a new cow barn with 
cement floor, improved stanchions and a fan for the ventilation of 
‘the tie-up at the farm of Ella Paine with other improvements in 
prospect. Wilbert Edgerly has added a milk room to his equipment. 
At the farm of Mr. Wilde the tie-up has been improved by the ad- 
dition of windows and improvements made in the milk room.” 


At the Maple Lane farm of Albert Ouellette a glass silo with 
automatic grinding machinery and a new well lighted tie-up have 
been added to the equipment. One of the neatest small tie-ups noted 
was that of Glenn McGee. 


Frequent inspection by a State Official and reports of the 
analysis of samples taken show uniform good quality with only an 
occasional unfavorable condition which is quickly taken care of. The 
herds are tested on an average of once a year by a State Veterinary 
for Tuberculosis and Bangs disease. Local stores which handle the 
milk do so under strictly sanitary conditions. 


Milk is almost a universal food and so far as this area is con- 
cerned is handled under excellent conditions.

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Report of Superintendent of Schools

To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens of Madison: 


I herewith submit my annual report of the School Depart- 
ment of the Town of Madison with a statement of receipts and ex- 
penditures for the municipal year. 


In each of the two major accounts there is a small balance 
with all bills paid to date. This would indicate careful planning and 
expenditure on the part of your School Department for the past 
year. 


Next year’s budget is increased for two reasons. First, the ad- 
ditional $100 cost-of-living is planned in the budget. At the time of 
last yesr’s town meeting it was understood that the cost-of-living 
increase of $300 applied for by the teachers would be distributed 
over a .wo year period. The second, once again in spite of a new tax 
law and new state revenues the past legislature failed to appropri- 
ate adequete funds to pay 100% subsidy. Information on hand shows 
a state computation of $.9375. This figure will mean $3200 less state 
money in 1952. Other accounts remain as they are. This increase in 
the bucget does not make available any additional purchasing power 
in the individual accounts. | 


I should like to call all citizens attention to Mr. Stuart’s report 
on shops and enrollment. This report indicates definite action if 
we are to have a shop program for the coming year. Planning ways 
and means of developing these shops, if continued, will take time. 
In the short space of time available between the inspection of state 
officials and town meeting, it is nearly impossible to get ready all 
available information. Testing has indicated an interest in vocation- 
al agriculture as well as in automotive mechanics. It may be well 
to give “ue consideration to this area in forming a new program. 


Your attention is also called to Mr. Brown’s report concerning 
school furniture, window shades, library facilities, and playgrounds. 
All these areas are worthy of immediate consideration. They, of 
course, cannot all be taken care of in any one year but will have to 
be considered over a period of several years. This means that an 
organized program of purchasing and replacement must be continued 
to take care of these needs. 


The general maintenance program is going very nicely. The 
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Junior High School building has had walls and ceilings redecorated. 
The floors and furniture need to be done to make this project com- 
plete. The water pipes have been completely replaced in Weston 
Avenue. This work needs to be continued in other buildings. In the 
High School building the boy’s locker room, shower room, and toi- 
let have been redone. The girls’ side of the building must be done 
in the same manner. Our stair treads in the high school are in very 
poor condition ‘and must come in for immediate consideration. One 
serious accident has been reported recently because of their condit- 
ion. All these needs are under consideration in the regular main- 
tenance program. 


I wish to especially thank the principals and teachers of the 
schools of Madison for their help in gaining all this information for 
me to use in the short period of time that I have been in Madison. I 
wish to compliment the School Committee and retired superintend- 
ent, Mr. Adams, for the well-rounded and excellently planned school 
program now in operation. I anticipate a fine spirit of cooperation 
and help so that our program for schools may continue at a high 
level for the coming year.

Annual Report of the Principal 
of Madison High School

To Superintendent Erwin Gallagher and Members of the School 
Committee: 


It is a pleasure to submit my first annual report as Principal 
of Madison High School. 


Enrollment 


Apparently the decrease in high school enrollment of the past 
four years will come to a sudden end next fall. A survey of the eighth 
grades from which we usually draw our freshman class shows that 
we can expect an entering class of at least 100 pupils. Since we plan 
to graduate about 50 seniors this June, this should increase our en- 
rollment to over 300. Likewise, the year following we can expect an- 
other entering class of about 100, and we can graduate no more than 
00. This increase in high school enrolment is, of course dependent 
on unpredictable factors, such as local employment conditions, move- 
ment of industry, etc. However, if conditions remain much the same, 
we can expect a sizeable increase in enrollment the next two years, 
and if a new industry were to move to Madison, we would have a 
real problem of housing at the high school level. 


Program of Studies 


There have been a few major changes of interest the past 
year. One teaching position in the Home Economics Department was 
discontinued upon recommendation of the State Department. I under- 
stand this was due to a scarcity of teachers in this field plus class 
enrollments. This necessitated denying the Junior High opportunity 
to take Home Economics this year. Similarly, junior high boys were 
unable to take shop due to the large number of boys in the high 
school electing this course. Neither one of these subjects can be re- 
stored to the junior high program without additional teachers and 
laboratory space. Positions vacated by Mr. White and Mr. De- 
Courcy were filled by Mr. Bishop and Mr. Jellison respectively. Mrs. 
Leach has been teaching on a half-day basis to relieve the unusually 
large classes in English. Her presence has also made possible two 
classes in Remedial Reading for a certain group of freshmen that 
have such a reading handicap that to continue them in the regular 
program is to doom them to certain failure in the regular high school 
subjects to follow. 
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Vocational Education 


At the writing of this report I am much concerned over next 
year’s program for the boy who is not taking the college or commer- 
cial course. For several years the Auto Mechanics and Sheet Metal 
Departments have not been meeting the requirements for industrial 
education as set up by the State Department. This fall after an in- 
spection by the officials an ultimatum was given and we had to 
either comply or “close shop”. By several temporary devices we were 
allowed to finish out the year with the understanding that there 
would ‘be no further approval of these two course for another year 
short of meeting all requirements. I understand new instructors 
would have to be hired, large sums of equipment purchased, and the 
school day lengthened, among other things, to reopen the program 
on a basis acceptable to State and Federal subsidy. 


Closely related to this problem is that of the conversion of the 
present manual training area into an industrial arts shop with less 
emphasis on wood-working and new opportunities in areas of elec- 
trical wiring, sheet metal, transportation, etc.—a so-called general 
unit shop. All manual training shops in the State several years ago 
were advised to make this change gradually and have it completed 
by 1953. Since a shop with more areas of experience is considered 
better educationally, and since the State Department will shortly 
refuse to approve strictly woodworking areas, it seems that we should 
make some move next year to bring our program into line for ulti- 
mate approval. 


Another possibility that should not be overlooked is this - a 
recent survey with a standard test of the interests of boys that will 
be in grades 10, 11, and 12 next year shows that just as many are in- 
terested in the agricultural area as are interested in the mechanical 
field. The question quite naturally arises as to whether in this shuf- 
fling about of practical courses provision should not be made to take 
care of this group by the introduction of vocational agriculture. These 
programs are on a twelve month basis and are of great public ser- 
vice to the areas they serve. 


I have mentioned the above for your consideration not as 
“extras” but as “musts” that will have to be adjusted before next 
fall if we are to continue as a Class A school eligible for full State 
and Federal aid. 


Student Activities 


The Student Activities Fund started September 4, 1951 with 
cash on hand of $151.03 and outstanding bills and overdrafts of 
$1445.95. By cashing $700 worth of bonds purchased in 1944, using the 
profit from the football season of $643 and taking the balance from 
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the Student Council earnings, the Activities Fund stands as of Feb- 
ruary 1 with all bills paid, no overdrafts, and a cash balance of $83.38 
in the athletic accounts. Children have had to go without some of 
the extras of more prosperous years, yet no essential activity has 
as yet been curtailed. Financially basketball just about pays its own 
way. With 16 of 22 games already played we are $4.87 to the good 
after having paid for balls, officials, transportation, and part of the 
new uniforms for the girls. Our poor seating facilities are to a cer- 
tain degree a big factor in our small gate receipts. Baseball is practic- 
ally all expense and will require a budget of at least $250 to just get 
by. eet 

Such a financial condition leaves no doubt that the High 
School Activities Fund is in no position to consider installation of 
lights for football or replacement of the wooden bleachers on the 
visitor’s side of the athletic field. These bleachers were condemned 
at the close of the football season as being beyond repair and unsafe 
for public use, and were ordered torn down. If visitors are to have 
seats at the games this fall, additional bleachers will have to be in- 
stalled. 


Counselling and Guidance 


Each year faculties usually take as a project for the year some 
one phase of school life. This year we are working to set up a file 
on each of our pupils that will help a teacher to better understand 
the interests and capabilities of each child. We have recently com- 
pleted giving a Vocational and Interest Inventory to all pupils. We 
are now in the process of giving each child an Aptitude Test. Know- 
ing what a child likes to do and what he can do, we should be better 
able to know what to expect in the way of performance. We 
should be able to better plan his selection of school subjects another 
year to avoid disinterest and failure, and also give him upon grad- 
uation a better idea of his own strength and weaknesses in seeking 
employment. Parents are encouraged to come to the school office 
more often to go over their child’s folder with the principal. He is 
free most any school day either during school hours or after school, 
and certainly the school and home, working jointly, can better pre- 
pare for the child’s future than we can under the present condition 
of separation. 


I appreciate the cooperation you have shown to me and the 
faculty and I assure you of the continued effort to work in the best 
interests of your boys and girls.

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Report of Junior High School Principal 


To the Superintendent of Schools and School Committee: 


There are a number of things which I believe would improve 


the educational program for grades four to eight in Madison. To 
speak of the Old Pleasant Street School, brings memories to many 
of our Madison people whose school days ended more than a few 
years ago. These people, I know, will be interested to learn that a 
great majority of the desks now being used in this school origin- 
ally came from Pleasant Street School building. The number of years 
seats and desks have been used does not measure their worth. The 
real test is how adaptable they are to the present school program. 
The best results in school work are achieved when children can 
arrange their seats in groups and work together on common projects. 
Desks that are permanently attached to the floor just cannot be used 
in this kind of activity. I wish a real effort could be made’ to provide 
at least two rooms each year with new desks and seats. 


There are over 325 pupils in this building. It would be of some 
value to be able to hold a school assembly and have chairs enough 
for all pupils. We have exactly 154 folding seats. When we do hold 
a meeting of our school more than half of the pupils have to sit on 
the floor. ? 


It has been the policy of this school to be traditional] in the 


teaching of the fundamental subjects of reading, writing, arith- 
metic and. language arts. We have adhered rather closely to the 
principle of drill and study in trying to achieve satisfactory goals for 
each pupil. There are methods of instruction other than the exclu- 
sive use of textbooks. One is the use of films and film strips. The 
school owns a sound-film projector and a film strip machine. They 
have never been used to any great extent because there is no class- — 
room equipped with shades where the films can be used in a class- 
room-learning situation. It is my recommendation that one room on 
each floor be equipped with suitable curtains so that a worthwhile 
visual aid program can be developed. 


It is necessary to use a basement room for a library and class 


room. This room is poorly lighted with four suspended lights. Two 
of these lights have glass shades, the other two lights have shades 
which were broken some time ago and have never been replaced. I 
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recommend that this room be fitted with fluorescent lights that will 
provide adequate illumination for reading and study. 


Our playground is still very muddy on rainy days. The job of 


resurfacing was partially done two years ago. I suggest that some 
consideration be given to completing this project. 


This school will need new language books this coming year. 


The present books are old, worn, and need to be replaced. There 
is also a need for seventh and eighth grade science books, more 
reading materials in all grades and replacement of worn books in 
arithmetic. 


The Cafeteria has served meals to an average of 250 pupils 
each day. The work has been well done by three capable local 
women. Some consideration should ‘be given soon, however, to the 
fact that the principal of this school is spending a large part of each 
day counting tickets, buying food and planning meals. This means 
that the amount of time he has available to work with teachers and 
pupils is limited. To allow more time for administration and super- 
vision, the principal should be relieved of several of the Cafeteria 
duties. . 


We have introduced in grades seven and eight a reading pro- 
gram which I feel has great merit. We no longer have manual train- 
ing or domestic science classes available for boys and girls in the 
seventh and eighth grades. The reading program utilizes the time 
formerly spent in these classes. The instructor for these reading 
classes, Mrs. Florence Freeman, teaches only in the afternoon. She 
replaced Mrs. Evelyn Slason in January. 


Mrs. Florence Hughes, who for many years taught success- 
fully in the fourth’ grade, retired last year. She was replaced by 
Mrs. Abbie Withee. Mr. Dale Halverson who handled physical edu- 
cation, athletics, and eighth grade science moved on to a larger school 
in Minnesota. His position has been filled by Mr. Eugene Slason. I 
have found Mrs. Withee and Mr. Slason to be capable teachers and a 
credit to our school system. 


On behalf of the pupils and techers, I wish to thank you for 
your interest in our school program and hope that the above recom- 
mendations will merit your careful consideration.

The school physicians wish to report the result of their in- 
spection. With 534 pupils examined, only 151 defects were noted. 

During the spring months the Health Department vaccinated 
248 children for smallpox. 334 received immunization with diptheria, 
pertussis and tetanis toxoid. This protection, with the general health 
program certainly has improved the health of our children. 

Relying upon the parent’s cooperation to have the reported de- 
fects corrected, the school children should enjoy a more healthy 
mental and physical growth.

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Report of the 
Madison Electric Works 


To the Selectmen and Inhabitants of the Town of Madison: 


I am pleased to submit a report of this department and its 
most important activities for the year 1951. 


Our station generated 3,086,963 kilowatt hours which is one 
of the largest figures yet for our station. This gives us a total of 352 
kilowatts per hour for the year. By proper operation of our station 
we have kept the powerfactor around 90% which gives our custom- 
ers better service and reduces our purchased power cost. 


The canal wall and part of the dam was repaired at a cost of 
$9,825.95. It is hoped that the remaining part of the dam will be re- 
paired and a waste gate installed this coming year. 


We have installed many new poles, insulators, cross-arms on 
our transmission line to eliminate radio interference and it is hoped 
that we can complete this job early this spring.

These figures show that we can still operate and produce 
electrical energy cheaper than we can purchase it. 


We have improved our distribution system by replacing the 
old and small service wires with new and larger wire which should 
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be adequate for some eight or ten years. We have improved the 
system iby installing more outside meters this year and seventy-two 
old meters have been retired. 


We have added only five new customers to our present lines. 
We built 4/5’s of a mile line extension in Anson this year. 


We have rebuilt a good many sections of our lines in order to 
make it comply with the electrical and safety code. 


The Telephone Company paid us $865.00 for their attachments 
this year which is nearly double last year’s billing. 


This department furnished energy to the Town for street lights, 
the town barn, fire department, town office, jail, at no cost to them. 


Our net income this year is $12,854.55. 


To the Board of Selectmen, Town Manager and the Inhabitants 
of the Town of Madison, I extend my appreciation for their cooper- 
ation and understanding in the operation of this department. I wish 
to express my sincere confidence and appreciation to all the employ- 
ees who have contributed to this successful year of 19951.

An audit has been completed of the books and records of the 
Madison Electric Works for the fiscal year ended December 31, 1951. 


The result of the audit indicates that the following suggestions 
appear worthy of consideration: 


Customers service applications 
and requisition forms for mat- 
erials should be utilized. 


In order to facilitate reporting 
of current year’s earnings, stag- 
gered meter readings and bill- 
ings should be considered. 


Cash on hand at the start of the audit was verified by actual 
count, and the amount on deposit at December 31, 1951 was veri- 
fied by reconciliation of the bank statement from the depository 
bank, the Depositors Trust Company, Madison Branch, Madison, 
Maine. 


Accounts receivable totaling $12,599.72 at the year end were 
verified by examination of subsidiary records. An aging of the elec- 
tric service accounts 'was made, the result of this aging is reflected 
on the accounts receivable statement included in this report. (Sched- 
ule A-1) 


Physical inventories were taken by employees of the company 
under supervision of the management. The inventory was test check- 
ed by methods and to the extent deemed necessary. An adjustment 
of $297.57 was made to bring the perpetual inventory records into 
agreement with the actual inventory. This adjustment also included 
obsolence. 


The increase of $7,577.37 in fixed assets, as compared with the 
previous year, was occasioned by the gross increase of $9,113.18, less 
retirements of $1,535.81. Depreciation of fixed assets was on the 
basis of 2% per annum. | 


Operating revenue increased $5,004.90 and non-operating revy- 
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enue decreased $1,409.22 resulting in a net revenue increase of 
$3,595.68. The decrease in non-operating revenue was due to the de- 
crease in royalty paid by the Central Maine Power Company for 
power sold direct to the Great Northern Paper Company. Operating 
expenses increased by $8,632.57, the major increase being noted in 
production operations, production maintenance and customers ac- 
counting. 


Earned surplus at the close of the year totaled $289,696.74 or 
an increase of $12,854.55 as compared with the preceding year. This 
increase was the result of the net profit from operations. 

(Exhibit B). 


Included in this report are exhibits and schedules pertaining 
to the financial status of the Electric Works. Audit procedures were 
. followed to the extent deemed necessary to develop these state- 
ments.

_An audit has been completed of the books and records of the 
Town of Madison for the municipal year ended January 31, 1952. 
The audit included an examination of the records maintained by the 
Town Manager, Assessors, Treasurer, Tax Collector and Town Clerk. 

The result of the audit indicates that the following suggestion ~ 
appears worthy of consideration: 


Licenses and permits issued should 
be numbered at time of printing. 


The examination consisted of a review of cash transactions 
as well as an analysis of revenues and expenditures. The result of 
the year’s operations showed that available funds exceeded expen- 
ditures by $15,048.23. However, overdrafts were noted in various 
appropriation accounts, more particularly in the general government, 
highways and bridges and charities accounts, totalling $1,203.33, 
$3,940.14 and $1,376.84 respectively. Unexpended and overdraft bal- 
ances are summarized as follows: 


Unexpended Balances $23,328.70 
Overdrafts 8,280.47 
Net Unexpended Balances $15,048.23 


The Department of Attorney General has advised that overdrafts 
are not permitted iby statute, except in certain instances where emer- 
gencies arise in highway activities and then only to the extent of 15% 
of the highway appropriation. 


In accordance with the result of a vote at the annual town 
meeting in 1951, $20.500.00 of the Town’s unappropriated surplus 
was transferred to various operating accounts. 


A comparative statement of revenues and expenditures, (Ex- 
hibit B), disclosed that for the 1951- year, revenues were less those 
of the previous year by $2,185.17. Expenditures for the same period 
increased by $5,777.85. The factors contributing to these differences 
were reviewed with no exceptions noted. Following is a summary
